Paris, March 16.—General Joseph 


Simeon Gallieni, minister of war, has 
resigned because of ill health, and Gen- 
eral Charles Roque has been appoint- 
ed to succeed him. 


When a new French cabinet was 
formed October 29, 1915, under Aris- 
tide Briand, General Gallieni became 
minister of war. He previously had 
held the important post of commander 
of the entrenched camp and military 
governor of Paris. His predecessor aß 
war minister was Alexander Millerand. 

General Gallieni enforced many re- 
forms in the administration of the war 
office and laid down the rule that the 
various officials must be dependent 
upon their own judgment.

London, March 16.—Repuise at the 
hands of the French again has been 
the net result of a German infantry 
attack launched with huge effective- 
ness after a heavy bombardment 
against French positions at Le Mort 
Homme, northwest of Verdun. The 
Germans, who attacked in serried 
masses, were driven eastward toward 
the Bois des Corbeaux, where the 
French guns inflicted hedvy casualties 
on them. 

The attack at Le Mort Homme con- 
stituted the only infantry maneuver 
along the entire front, but from Bel- 
gium to the Vosges the artillery on 
both sides has been active at numerous 
points. Around Douaumont and the 
village of Vaux the big guns are op- 
erating with redoubled violence, while 
southward in the Woevre the artillery 
duels in the Meuse hills continue. 

In the Argonne forest the French 
‘guns are still shelling the German po-

‘Varennes and German batteries near

Say U. S. Agents 


No Longer Will Addicts to 
the Drug Habit Be Able to 
Use This as Substitute for 
Cocaine and Morphine. 


When the only child“ awakes in the 
middle of the night with a bad case of 
colic, which means, .of course, the 
awakening of every other member of 
the household, if not every other tenant 
of the block, it will be possible, under 
a new ruling from Washington, for the 
little one's watlings to be stilled 
through the medium of paregoric. But 
that is all. 

Ih other words, paregoric has been 
put under a ban most rigid; so that 
it. no longer will be possible for the 
tormented drug addict to go to the 
drug store, buy a bottle and + ith it 
relieve his suffering. The drusgist who 
sells the drug to him in doing so, will 
face a felony charge, just as he would 
should he sell a quantity of pure nar- 
cotic. And with paregoric, “other sim- 
ilar preparations” are included. 

The new ruling, as quoted by A. O, 
Blalock, is that “it is a violation of the 
Harrison narcotic act for a druggist to 
sell paregoric and other and similar 
preparations to persons addicted to the 
use of other ‘narcotics, and the same 
can only be sold in small quantities for 
medicinal purposes.” 

That section of the Harrison law un- 
der which the ruling is made follows: 


‘That. the ‘provisions ot this act shall not 
be construed to apply to the “ony distribu- 
tion, giving away, dis possession 
of preparations and remedies. which do not 
contain more than two ‘grains of. opium, or 
more than one-fourth of a grain of mor- 
phine, or more than one-eighth of a in 
of heroin, or more than one grain of cao- 
deine, or any salt or derivative of any of 
them in one fluid ounce, or, if a solid or 
semi-solid 8 in one avoirdupois 
ounce, or to liniments, ointments, or other

PLAYING AT WAR. 
In France the children are encouraged 
to “play at war,” and are given such train- 
ing as convalescent soldiers can give, ac- 
cording to Herbert Adams Gibbons, in an 
article on War and the Children of Paris,“ 
in The Century Magazine. Here is the 
picture: 


Everywhere the children have organ- 
ized themselves into armies. Big trees 
are fortresses. It is possible, even inside 
the iron gates, to storm redoubts and 
trenches. For workmen have been fay- 
ing a gas main from the Rue de Vaugi- 
rard to the Boul’ Miche’. Mereifully they 
are doing it slowly. e opportunity is 
splendid; real trenches are at hand! 

Near the upper gate a group of older 
boys (older means from 10 to 13) are 
gathered around a veteran of 1870, who, 
tracing the battlefield with a cane in 
the sand, explains the campaign in the 
Argonne. Another veteran drills seri- 
ously every day the younger boys from 
the Lycee Montaigne. 


And the training of. the eager school 


Cross work, but seriously enough. The little 
school girls are learning their war les- 
sons, too: 


Dolls are wounded soldiers, and doll 
carriages, if used at all, are ambulances. 
Like eir older sisters, the little girls 
of the Luxembourg have enlisted for 
Red Cross duty, and follow the armies 
to give first aid on the battlefield. Park 
benches afe improvised hospitals. Set 
forth on them, bottles, cotton and ban- 
dages show their stern reality of the 
pies. The nurses wear the lation 

eadgear, with the crogs upom the fore- 
head. Smaller boys, who canbe Dossed, 
are impressed into service as stretcher 
bearers. 


To this complexion have the children 
come! And they are permitted to witness 
the darker side of war, and the Century 
article states that “as the wounded pass, 
the children pause in their play and salute 


them silently.” 


Little patriots—all of them, taught in a 
school of experience, making comedy of 
tragedy for amused spectators, yet some- 
how impressed with a feeling that one day 
they may become actors in the stern real- 
ities of war in defense of their country.

ALL RAILROADS IN GEORGIA 
WILL ASK RATE REVISION 


The state railroad commission yesterday 
received an application from Class D rall- 
roads in Georgia, asking permission to revise 
their intrastate rates in Georgia. This pe- 
tition is in line with tis petition recently 
filed by Classes B and C roads, asking a very 
Sweeping revision in their rates. N 

It is understood that Class A roads, which 
include the Georgia railroad, the Western 
and Atlantic and the Atlanta and West Point, 
will file a similar petition in the near future. 

This will mean that every railroad in 
Georgia is asking for a revision of its intra- 
state rates, and will constitute the most 
Sweeping change that has been sought in 
Georgia rates in many years. 

The only Class B road is the Atlantic 
8 line, which has already filed its peti- 

The Class C roads have also filed their 
petitions, and these roads are the Atlanta, 
Birmingham and Atlantic; the Central of 
Georgia; the Georgia Southern and Florida: 
the Louisville and Nashville; the Seaboard 
Air Line; the Southern, and the Wrightsville 
and Tennille. 

The purpose of the Class D petition is ex- 
plained by the petitioners as follows: 

The adjustment proposed is for the pur- 
pose of enabling harmonious and consistent 
revisions of the rate structure within the 
State in line with the revisions requested in 
the petition filed with the commission by 
Class B' and C' roads. Petitioners realize 
that the commission might find it imprac- 
ticable to prescribe and put into effect new 
rates, rules and commodity descriptions for 
use of only a part of the rgilroads through- 
out the state. The correctness of this view 
is illustrated with respect to many com- 
modity descriptions proposed by the class 
roads. For example, canned goods. The 
trunk lines ask that the commission adopt 
and prescribe certain commodity mileage 
rates applicable on numerous articles in the 
canned goods list. Should the application 
be approved by the commission for the class 
C' roads and no change made in the rates 
for class ‘D’ roads on canned goods a con- 
fusing situation would result. In brief, it 
appears that if a revision in freight rates is 
made for other Georgia carriers, a read- 
justment of rates is essential for class 
D' roads, substantially continuing such a 
parity as has heretofore existed. A read- 
justment is necessary in order that new 
discriminations and inconsistencies may not 
be created.”

Almost complete exhaus- 
tion of the supply of aniline dyes 
in the near future is threatened. Man- 
ufacturers, retail merchants and steam 
laundries are warning their customers 
to prepare for the day when rast col- 
ors” in wearing apparel! and house fur- 
nishings will not be obtainable. 

Germany, which has dominated the 
aniline dye industry which her chem- 
ists built up, is ready to supply the 
American market with $5,000,000 of 
dyeing materials. The only condition 
she makes is that payment be made in 
cotton. Great Britain, whose fleet con- 
trols the seas, objects. The United 
States is helpless to demand its rights 
ag a neutral to trade in non-contraband 
goods, 
This country is not yet in a position 
to manufacture its own aniline dyes, 
although experiments have been made 
by Thomas A. Edison, the United States 
‘Steel corporation, and the Du Pont 
powder company to produce aniline 
dyes synthetically. Some guarantee 


that the new industries will not de 


Swamped by the “dumping” of foreign 
goods on the American market after 
the war, is wanted by capitaligts be- 
‘fore they embark in the enterprise. 

The present prospect is that within 
a short time everyone will be wearing 
white stockings summer and winter;

today he said he did not know whether 
the troops had proceeded southward 
from their first bivouac on Mexican 
soil last night. Not a single dispatch 
from the border was made public dur- 
ing the day except one reporting the 
death of Lieutenant Zell, IIth cavalry, 
at the Columbus hospital, where he 
took his*own life in a fit of despon- 
dency. : 

American consuls in Mexico so far 
have been able to give little aid to the 
troops, although all are on watch for 
information that might indicate the 
bandit's movements. 

Consular advices today continued to 
report generally quiet conditions, Of- 
ficials displayed some concern over the 
situatio n the Tampico district, how- 
ever, where there are signs of unrest.

FRENCH ATTACKS. 


Berlin,“ March 16.—(Via London.) — 
A number of unsuccessful attacks have 
been made by the French on the Ger- 
man lines south of St. Souplet, west 
of the Somme-Py road in the Cham- 
pagne region, German army headquar- 
ters announced today. The Germans 
took two officers and 150 men prison- 
ers and captured two machine guns.
